WILL ENCOURAGE 2ULUS. 


The members of the board of public 


works are still worrying about a 
right-of-way for the Indiana and 
Ohio interurban railway 
through 


the streets of Fort Wayne. As has 
been heretofore stated, the members 
of the board and the projectors of the 
new railway are very desirous of 
having a route 011 Columbia street, 
from the St. Mary's bridge to Calhoun 
street. If these four or five squares 
can be secured the granting of a fran- 
chise within a few hours would be n 
certainty. H. P. TCUs. one of the di- 
rectors of the Fort Wayne Traction 
company, arrived from Cleveland last 
evening and it is expected that before 
he leaves the entire matter will have 
been placed before him. A law passed 
by the legislature of 1899 provides 
for the use of lines inside the city 
by interui'ban companies, by pay- 
ment of certain compensation to be 
fixed by agreement or by the ct^.rta 
should the parties not agree. 
The 


law also provides that the interurban 
company can use tracks during the 
pendency of a case in court to settle 
the compensation. An opinloii pre- 
vails in municipal quarters, liowever, 
that this does not apply to street rail- 
way companies which had charters 
granted them before its passage, 
City Attorney Shambnugh will be 
asked by Chairman Eggeniann for an 
opinion in the matter and on his ad- 
vice the board will probably act. The 
matter will he settled one way or the 
other within a very few days. The
